We have your letter of November 25, 1967 end are 
glad to give you the information although we are not at all 
pleased with the fact that you ere going to make repro¬ 
ductions of coins. We find these reproductions plague 
us for years into the future. 

Nova Constellatio was applied on silver coinage 
in 1783, made by Benjamin Dudley, and submitted in con¬ 
nection with a report by Robert Morris with respect to 
pattern silver coinage recommendations for the United States. 
Quantities of copper coinage bearing the motto were struck 
in England in 1783 and 1785 and shipped to the United States. 

"NOVA. CONSTELLATIO” means a new constellation and 
refers to the fact that th# 13 States composing the United 
States, each of which is represented by a star on the coin 
and in the flag constitute a new Republic. 

If you do make any reproductions of early American 
coins, will you be kind enough to send us one of each kind 
you make so that our reference collection of this kind of 
fake will have them available.

The current focus on the concept 
of individualism recognizes the centrality of the notion in conflicting 
economic, social, and political theories. Future forums will concentrate 
on equally pervasive concepts.

Your splendid reference book mentions 
a crown watermark on some of these notes, and the 
"Wha..." mark seems to confirm a British manufacturer, 
probably J. Whatman. I don't have any books on English 
paper manufacturers, but R.M. Smythe's latest auction 
catalogue (catalogue #94, lot 3033) makes reference 
to Whatman. 

I thought you might find this of interest.
